1. Claims 56-91 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Applicant's arguments see Appeal, filed 6/15/2009, with respect to Claims 56, 62, 68, 74, 
80 and 86 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 102(b) rejection of claims 
56, 62, 68, 74, 80 and 86 has been withdrawn. 

4. Claims 56, 62, 68, 74, 80 and 86 are allowed because the closest prior art, Caldara (US 
Patent 6,236, 655), fails to anticipate or render obvious the concept of a Fibre Channel Switch, in 
which a mapper, maps frames to specific virtual channels ( virtual channels of the first port to 
virtual channels of the second port) utilizing a table to map virtual channels associated with a 
first and second port, its ports, operates using virtual channels of different numbers, allowing 
network devices to be interconnected with models that have different virtual channel 
characteristics, in combination with all other limitations in the claim (s) as defined by applicant. 

Caldara discloses a system for providing a processing port having a plurality of logical 
(virtual links), but does not have virtual port having a different number of links. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
